tion. After landing at Love field be- 
fore a crowd of some 40,000 people, we | 
attended another banquet, very grate- | 
fully accepted more Liberty bonds, and | 
shoved off the following day, Sept. 20, 
for a 645 mile hop all the way to El 
Paso, , 
Long Drag Across Texas. 

“ Again we had to face a stiff head 
wind. We had left Dallas at 9:40 and 
three hours later broke our journey 
for an hour by landing at Sweetwater, 
where we took on more gas .and oil 
and enjoyed a picnic lunch that had 
been prepared by the thoughtful in- 
habitants of this city that lies in the 
heart of the vast empire we call Texas. 
Then from 1:50 until dusk we flew on 
and on across oases of farm lands, 
mountains, and barren country. 

“With red fire shooting from our 
exhausts we taxied up to our hangars 
on the north bank of the Rio Grande 
while the crowd of 20,000 people broke 
through the guards and surged around 
us. That night we resumed our ordea!

“On our way to Tucson, just as el 
the border between New 


Mexico and Arizona, we encountered a 
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snowstorm and rose to 6,500 feet to get’ . 


The most of this flight was 
made across desert, inhabited solely by 
wandering Indians. About 1 o'clock 
we passed over the Wincon mountains, 
and a few minutes later landed at 
Tucson. A luncheon and banquet, as 
usual, had been arranged by the city 
fathers of this venerable and pic- 
turesque Arizona metropolis. 

* Navajo blankets, the choicest in all 
the Painted desert, were presented to 
us by different cities, such as Tucson, 
Phoenix, Bisbee and others. Then at 
7:30 on the morning of Sept. 22, after

' ‘What the city is facing is a condition to mature 
in just two years in which street cars will be

' federal receivership. 
q When operation by a receivership would end no 
‘ene knows, and the chances are that operation 
‘under receivership would be bad. No extensions 
(and no relief for unserved or inadequately served 
parts of the city could be had, because no money 
would be available. It probably would be the 
worst condition Chicago traction could get in, and 
unless something is done it is bearing directly 
down on the city. 
| Mayor Dever’s traction ordinance is in the city 
\eouncil. It has been prepared by Ald. U. S. 
-Schwartz, Corporation Counsel Busch, and other 
advisers of the mayor. In its essential provisions 
it has been agreed to by the bankers representing 
security holders. 


_ Briefly, it provides that the city shall undertake 
_to purchase the properties by offering Schwartz 
‘certificates. It is optional with the present secur- 
| ity holders to take them, but with the indorsement 
of the bankers’ committee they will be glad to do 
go0.. The interest on these certificates and the re- 
tirement of the principal is guaranteed by the 
earnings of the lines, The period which shall be 
covered by this process of retiring the private 
interest and establishing the city in complete own- 
ership has not, as we understand at this writing, 
been definitely decided. 

The control is given to a board of which the 
security holders name three, the mayor three. 
and three are to be chosen from a list offered by 

the mayor.and selected by the security holders. 
As the.city’s possession increases, the city’s repre- 
sentation will increase. One proposal is that when | 
-the city owns 51 per cent of the lines the board 
of control shall consist of four appointed by the 
mayor and three by the security holders. 

It is urged in support of this plan that the 
city will not pay out a cent for the title. It will 
be acquired out of the earnings. There has been 
controversy over the price to be paid.

IT’S FRENCH CHILDREN 
OR OURS. 


Premier Poineare would not talk debts. Premier 
Herriot will talk them. ‘That seems to be the only 
difference. <As for paying the four Dillion dollar 
public debt to America, France is about as far away 
as in 1918. 

For America the French debt is not primarily a 
burden on this generation of Americans, We do 
pay the interest on French debts that Frenchmen 
should be paying. Our taxes do go into retirement 
funds that should be financed by French taxpayers. 
But the long burden of the debt will be on the next 
two generations. What we release for France we 
add to the financial burden of our children and our 
grandchildren. 

The British debt payment will cover more than 
half a century. A French settlement would cover 
that and perhaps more. The Hurley plan makes 
sixty-seven years the limit. Others could not be 
much less. 

If there is no settlement Americans must pay the 
French debt over a period something similar in 
length, It would be the burden of the next two 
generations. 

This generation ig the trustee of the obligations 
of the next. It cannot guarantee prosperity to 
the future. It cannot assure the next two genera- 
tions the wealth and resources of today. Has it 
the right to impose a burden on those generations 
that may be more than they can carry? 

France is obligated financially for a debt that 
today’s French children must pay to today’s Amer- 
ican children. Repudiate that debt and our chil- 
dren will pay it. They will pay for $4,000,000,000 
worth of victory, land, resources, indemnities that 
modern Frenchmen got. That is not fair to our 
children.

been said about the lack of mentality, 
the twisted mentality, and the psycho- 
pathic states responsible for criminality. 
I know something of the literature of 
inheritance of criminal qualities and 
crime as a result of bad environment, 
I give these considerations all the weight 
they deserve. 

But I also know that the decent, law- 
abiding citizen is getting the dirty end 
of the stick under our criminal courts, 
our jury system, our cr‘minal code, our 
supply of lawyers, under things as they 
are.

In the contest before the law between 
the murdered and the murderer, the 
murderer is shown the greater considera- 
tion; between the decent and the in- 
decent, between those who carry the 
burden of society and the social para- 
sites—the decent and the upholders get 
a dirty deal. Furthermore, I know that 
among criminals the level where fear 
of punishment ceases to restrain is far 
lower than the present practice supposes. 

For all these reasons I hold that 
“treating ‘em rough” ‘s the proper 
practice. Quick, sure, unrelenting, and 
inescapable punishment that is punish- 
ment will beat all “treating ’em kind ” 
methods when it comes to protecting so- 
ciety, and decency must have a chance

Hére is the recipe probably referred 
to,"but note ft is not called Philadelphia 
serapple above. Some things have 
been learned about Philadelphia scrap- 
ple since the simple recipe for a small 
amount of scrapple was printéd here, 
and an excellent one it was voted to 


should not be attached to it, remember. 

Scrape and wash one pound of spare- 
ribs. Add to them one quart of cold 
water, one or two onions, some dried 
or fresh celery leaves, and what you 
choose else of seasoning. Sage can be 
saved and ad@ed to the mush. Let the 
water around the meat come to a boil 
slowly, and cook at a simmering tem- 
peratures until the bones fall out of 


after the bones are out and strain 
the liquor. *There 4s rio need ‘to fet it 
cool to remove the fat, although this 
can be done, but your scrapplie wil! 
havd far fewer calories, the fat will 
never be noticed in eating the finished 
product and this is the best way to util- 
ize it. It is indeed a pity to waste that 
fat! . 
Into two cups of this liquid stir one- 


ably, and a tablespoon of flour, but the 
latter is not needed when the meal is 
long cooked. Cook in double boiler, 
adding what you choose of seasoning, 
or depending only om the seasoned 
liquid; stir in the shredded meat and 
mold in brick. .Cut cold brick in thin 
slices and brown them gently—cooking 
ten minutes per side, If the fire is too 
hot the brown skin formed will peel
